Red semi-double, the red in this camellia is very 
dark and changeable according to wet climate con- 
dition, medium to slow grower. Price $10.00. 


ADOLPHE AUDUSSON Var. 


Picture the beauty of this one, it is one of the finest 
types of semi-double Camellias, varying from deep 
red to red and white variegated, with large flowers 
measuring from 5 to 6 inches. Blooms have promi- 
nent stamens irregularly arranged among the 
heavy textured broad petals, very deep green 
leaves; we consider this camellia one of the very 
best pure red or the variegated one. 1 year graft.

The 
large petaloids are erect and are intermixed with 
stamens. Foliage, glossy rich green oval 4% by 
2°8 inches. Leaf tip prominent and about 7/16 of 
an inch. Serrations shallow with black pointed 
tips. Trait rapid regular growth. 1 year graft.

BETTY THEISSEN (New) 


Pink (Incomplete Double) Early 


Bloom, a large light blush pink shading to deeping 
blush in the center, incomplete double (anemone 
form) loosely formed with numerous petals inter- 
mixed with yellow stamens. Foliage medium 
glossy green, rounded 4% by 2% inches. Veins 
are lighter green and quite noticeable, serrations 
are prominent and saw tooth sharp. Traits, bushy 
symertrical and rather slow, twigs heavy. 1 year 
graft.

Its 
leaves are large; very dark green and looks as tho 
varnished. It is healthy, vigorous and a fine lawn 
specimen. The flower is very large — of great 
depth. The color is a very deep red. The base 
petals are large and evenly spaced around the 
flower. The center petals are large, some in- 
curved and twisted and intermingled with gold 
colored stamens. Some flowers show no stamens.

The 
first graft from this sport was made in 1947 and 
it bloomed in 1949. Subsequently it was regrafted 
in 1949, 1950 and 1951. The flowers from these 
grafts have been true to the original sport and the 
variety is now set. This sport is identical to its 
parent in all characteristics except that of flower 
coloration. The flower of Dutchess of Covington 
has a white background, flecked and moired with 
pink. This color pattern is the reverse of that in 
Ruth Royer.

It is a very strong plant with large stems and 
sturdy appearance, upright and rapid grower, color 
of flower spiraea red 25, incomplete double with 
large and small petaloids, maxium size of flowers 
4” wide, 2” high, number of petals varies from 20 
to 80, some are plain, others reflexed, some petal- 
oid, but there are always some large reflexed 
petals (L. E. petals folded together along their 
length) altho the stamens peep thru the petals 
as in French Imperator they are still joined to- 
gether at the base of the filaments and as the 
flower is fully opened the stamens appear to 
branch out into fine divisions, they are golden 
yellow and very numerous, may vary from 130 to 
270. These golden stamens make the flower a 
House of Gold. The plant has a long blooming 
season, starting in November and reaching over 
into March.
